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A By the King. 


V A Proclamation concerning Tin 
and Pewter. | 


Hereas the Tin of this Our Kingdom hath been for many 


ages a Commodity of great eſtimation, and very rare in all foz- 
rain parts, and the woꝛking and getting thereof Hath been and 
now is the livelthood and imployment of many thouſands of 
„Our ſpooꝛ Subjects, Labourers and Wozkmen in the ſaid Tin⸗ 
þ/[/(*| works; and being a Dtaple-Commodity of much honour and 
pꝛofit to this Realm, by the pzincely care of Our Royall Pꝛoge⸗ 
nito2s and Pꝛedeteſſoꝛs, Hath been in all times eſpetially cheriſh- 
ed and maintained: And whereas we are infozmed, That a Tin 
2 ̃⁵—11 Me hath lately been diſcovered in the parts of Barbary, whereby 
he vent of Engliſh Tin in foꝛrain parts (which hath fozmerly been made in ſome good 
Pecrly pꝛopoꝛtion) and by that means hath advanced to Us an increaſe ot pzofit and Re- 
venue, is like to be much leſſened: and not onely the pooz Labourers in the Tin-wozks 
within this Our Realm hereby be deſtitute of imployment, but alſo the Pewterers of this 
Kingdom, who uſually make much wzought Ware foz expoztagtoy, depuved ok that part 
pf their maintenance, if ſome due and timely pꝛoviſion ſhall not be nde therein: And there⸗ 
oꝛe foꝛ a moꝛe generall uſe hereafter of Tin and Pewter within Pur Domintons, we have 
hought fit, by advice of Our Pubie Countell, as well to reſtrain the Impoꝛtation from 
fo:ram parts of all Ueſſels of Tin and Pewter into any Our Kingdoms (as by an Act 
of Parliament it is already into OurRealm of England) as tq require and enfoyn Our own 
Subjects (foz upholding a native Commodity of ſuch wozth) to a moze common and ge- 
1erall uſe of the ſame within Our own Kingdoms. 

And to that end, we do hereby declare OurRoyall will and pleaſure to be, and doffraif- 
ly charge and command, That no Merchants, Marriners, oz other perſon oz perfons 
whatſoever, do hereafter impoꝛt, convey, oz bzing, oz cauſe to be tmpozted, conveyed, oz 
bꝛought from any the parts beyond the Seas, into Our Realms of England, oz Ireland, and 
Dominion of Wales, oz any of them, any Tin, Tin-Oar, oꝛ Pewter, of what kinde ſoe- 
ver, either wzought into any lozt of Ueſſels oz Banufactures, oz otherwiſe unwzougt 


upon pain of the loſſe and fozfeiture as well of ther Lin, LM-DVar,and Pewter Ueſſels 
o2 Manufactures of Tin and Pewter, ſo imported, as of the Ships wherein the ſame tha 
be ſhipped ozconveyed; and upon ſuch further penalties and puniſhments as [hall be meet 
fo2 the contempt o2neglect of Our Royall commandment herein. 

And We do farther declare Our Royall will and pleaſure to be (and that under the pains 
and penalties afoꝛeſaid) That no Maiters oꝛ owners of ſhipping belonging to any of Our 
Subjects, ſhall hercafter therein fraught oz lade foꝛ any of Our naturall bozn Subjects, 
02 fo: the Subjeets of any other Kingdom oz State, any Tin. oz Tin-Dar, made 02 got- 
ten, oꝛ to be made oꝛ gotten out of the ſatd Mine in Barbary, 62 any other tozrain Mines, to 
tranſpoꝛt the ſame from oz to any parts oz places whacſoever ; whereby ſo much dammage 
may arile to Us and Dar Dubjects, 

And foz the better and larger vent ofthe Tin growing within this Dur Kingdom, bya 
moꝛe frequent ule thereof here, We do further declare Dur Royall will and pleaſare to be 
and do ſtraitiy charge and command, That from hencefozth all Meaſures, of what ſozts o; 
lizes loe ver, wherein wine, Beer, 02 Ale, of any other liquid thing whatſoever, gas ſhall 
be uſually uttered, ſold, oꝛ ſerved in by retail, either abꝛoad oz within doozs,by any kceperso 
Laverns, Jnns, Alehouſes, Uictualling houſes, Shops, oz the linke, within Our Realms 
df England, oz Ireland, oꝛ Dominion of Wales, ſhall be made of Tin oz Pewter, and thail be 
2 88 Sealed ac(co;ding to the Laws and Statutes of this Realm pꝛo vided in 

at behalt. 

And foz the better accompliſhment of Our Nopall intention in the Þ;emiſſe3, we do 
hereby will and require all Our 'Puſtices of Peace within Our ſaid Realms of England, 
Ireland, and Dominton of Wales, That from hencefozth and from time to time hereakter, 
they take ſpeciall care to admit, continue, and allow ſuch perſons onely to keep common 
Alehouſes, oz Tipling houſes, and to uſe common ſelling of Ale 02 Beer, as ſhall confozm 
tiemſelves to Our pleaſure herein declared, in the ule of Pewter pots and Meaſures onely, 
and thoſe duly Stzed and Sealed accozding to the Law, as they tender Our Liſpleaſare, 
and will anſwer fo2 the contrary at their utmoſt perils, 

And laſtly, we do hereby ſtraitly charge and command, as well Our Cuſtomers, Comp- 

rollers, Durvepours, Dearchers, and other Our Officers in all Our Pots and Cuſtom- 
houſes,as alſo all Juſtices of Peace, $Pajozs, Sheriffs, Bailiffs, Conſtables, and other Pur 
Officers and Miniſters whatloe ver, whom it ſhall concern, to take ſpecia'l care in their 
leverall Offices and plates, that Our Royall will and pleaſure hereby detlared / touching 
the Pꝛemiſſes, be from time to time duly obſerved, as they will anſwer the contrary at their
